No. 69-I.T.C.(PN)/57.—Attention of the importers is invited to Appendix 
XXVni to the current Red Book which lays down the import policy for chemi¬ 
cals d^ing October, 1957—March 1958. 

2. The position regarding import of ‘Dichlorodifluoraroethane Gas and its 
modified products used for relrigeration and air-conditioning purposes’ has been 
reviewed and it has been derided to grant licences to established importers for 
import of this item during the current half year on a quota of 80% Gen, and 
80% Soft on the basis of past imports of this item in any one financial year 
during the basic period 1952-53 to 1955-56. This item may, therefore, be deemed 
to have been included as item No. 57 in List III of Appendix XXVIII to the 
current Red Book. The Established Importers should submit their applications 
to the licensing authority concerned in the usual form and manner by 31st 
December, 1957. 

Subject ‘.—Import of raw materials required by the Pharmaceutical 
industry during October, 1957—March, 1958. 

No. 70-I.T.C.(PN)/57.—Attention of the importers is invited to provisions 
contained in Appendix XIX to the current Red Book which detail the import 
policy for Drugs and Medicines for the period October, 1957—March, 1958. 

2. Representations have been received that some hardship is being experienc¬ 
ed by the Pharmaceutical industry in regard to the procurement of basic drugs 
required by some of the manufacturing units which are not borne on the books 
of the Development Wing. With a view to ensure that the pharmaceutical 
industry is enabled to secure the essential basic drugs required by them, it has 
been decided to consider A.U. applications on an ad hoc basis from such of the 
units which are not borne on the books of the Development Wing, Such manu¬ 
facturing firms should submit their applications for import of these raw 
materials in the usual form and manner to C. C. I., New Delhi duly supported 
by the necessaiy Essentiality Certificate and giving full justification for the 
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import of the items of raw materials applied for. In addition, they should 
also furnish the following information 

(i) Source of procurement of the items concerned in the past and efforts 

made to secure supplies from these sources. 

(ii) Extent of quota, if any, held by the applicants and the value of quota 

licence expected to be received by the applicant for the items ap¬ 
plied for for the period October, 1957—March, 1958. 

(iii) Typed copy of the Manufacturing Licence held under the Drugs Act. 

(iv) Additional information as per proforma attached. 

3. The last date for submission of these applications will be 15th December, 
1957 and applications received after that date will not be considered. 

4. Scheduled industries will continue to receive licences under the normal 
procedure.
